S.0. 355 (E).--Whereas a draft of the Seedless Tamarind Grading and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1980, was published, as required 
by section 3 of the Agricultural Produce (Grading and Marking) Act, 1937 (1 of 1937), at pages 1900 to 1903 of the Gazette of India Part II, 
Section 3, Sub-section(ii), dated the 14th June, 1980, under the notification of the Government of India in the Ministry of Rural Re¬ 
construction, No. S.O. 1623, dated the 29th May, 1980, inviting objections and suggestions from all persons likely to be affected thereby 
before the expiry of the period of fortyfive days from the date on v. hich the copies of the Gazette in which the said notification is published 
are made available to the public; 

And whereas the copies of the said Gazette u ere made available to the public on the 20th June, 1980. 

And whereas comments'suggestions received from the public in respect of the said draft have been considered by the Central Go. 
v eminent; 
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Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the said Act, the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Seedless Tamarind Grading and Marking (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come Into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Seedless Tamarind Grading and Marking Rules, 1971,— 

(1) In rule 3, for the word “Schedule", the words and figures "Schedule I and II” shall be substituted. 

(2) in rule 4, the words and figures “2 to 8 of the Schedule", the words and figures "2 to 6 of the Schedules I and II” shall be substl 

tuted. 

(3) In rule 7, in sub-rule (1), after clause (iv), the following shall be added, namely :— 

“(v) in any other types of containers and/or sizes with the prior approval of the Agricultural Marketing Adviser or an officer 
authorised by him In this regard." 

(4) for the Schedule, the following Schedules shall be substituted, namely :—
